Situation of tho Drives. 
The reports 
which have been 
published 
concerning 
the 
log 
drives have been considerably ex ­ 
aggerated, says the Press: 
The 
Minneapolis saw mills will not 
have to remain idle during the 
summer for the want of logs, but 
the supply will be short, and it 
will be several weeks yet before it 
begins to come iu. 
S. C, Hall of 
the Hall & Ducey Lumber company, 
returned from the up-river drives 
yesterday. 
He states that the Hall 
& Ducey drive is near Aitkin, and 
is there waiting for the additional 
logs which are coming down Mud 
river. 
The 
Leighton 
and Hill 
Lawrence drives are somewhere 
between 
Aitkin 
and 
Brainerd. 
Below Brainerd there are perhaps 
100,000,000 feet owned miscellane­ 
ously, and 
scattered along the 
river—at 
Olmstead 
Bar, Belle 
Piaine, 
Little 
Falls 
and Pine 
Rapids. 
These are all winged up, 
but would speedily move along 
with a rise of water. 
These logs 
mentioned are all that have come 
down from the headwaters. 
There 
does not seem at present any pros­ 
pect of the Hum river logs getting 
out the river this season. 
There 
are about 80,000,000 feet of these 
and in other rivers there are said 
to be some 40,000,000 more ir- 
retreivably hung up, so that the 
entire shortage of logs in Minne­ 
apolis will be a good round bun- 
died million. 
Whether the Pine 
river logs will get down this sea­ 
son seems to depend entirely on 
the United States government offi­ 
cials who have charge of the Cross 
lake dams. 
There are forty or fifty 
million of feet in Pine river. 
The 
lumbermen claim that these would 
float down if a current was created 
for them, but that the dam backs 
up the water and pievents a cur­ 
rent forming; whereas the opening 
of tlie sluices would create one. 
The government officials, say that 
they will open the sluice-ways and 
let the logs pass through whenever 
they reach the sluices, and as they 
cannot reach the sluice» until they 
have been open, the Pine river logs 
seem likely to stay where they are. 
An act passed by the last legisla­ 
ture ex tended the boom limits to 
Brainerd, having heretofore been 
located at Monticello. 
Tlie boom 
company did not ex pect to begin 
handling logs at Brainerd until 
nex t season, but at the earnest re­ 
quest of the lumberman’s ex change 
have, in this emergency decided to 
take the logs from Brainerd this 
year. 
The luck of logs this sea­ 
son is a particularly unfortunate 
circumstance, 
from the fact that 
lumber stocks are very lo.v and 
badly broken, .and lumbermen are 
having great difficulty in filling 
orders.

Grand Army o f the Republic is co mpo sed 
exclusively o f men who served in the army 
and navy o f the Unio n, to which Mr. Cleve­ 
land flites no t belo ng, and therefo re he can 
no t participate in any o f its pro ceed­ 
ings. But the mo ment the Grand Army 
emerges fro m Its ball o f deliberatio n it flo ­ 
ccules like Hie Free Maso ns, Odd Fello ws 
and o ther so ciet ies o f go o d men asso ciated 
fo ra no ble purpo se.

Foremost ca me Mr. Totter,

Wisconsin, a very 
a thletic, com­ 
pa ct 
ma n 
who 
bounded 
into 
the 
cea ter 
of 
the ex cited group, strik­ 
ing right a nd left with tremendous vig­ 
or. 
Wa a hlmrne, of 
Illinois, a nd his 
brother of Wisconsin, a lso were promi­ 
nent, a nd for a minute or two it seemed 
a s though we were to ha ve a Kilkenny 
fight on a ma gnificent sca le. 
Ba rks­ 
da le ha d hold of Grow, when Potter 
struck him a severe blow, supposing 
tha t he wa s hurting tha t gentler. *t. 
Ba rksda le, 
turninp a round a nd 
posing it wa s Eliiiu Wa shburn« who 
struck him, dropped Grow a nd struck 
out a t the gentlema n from Illinois. 
Ca ilwa lla der Wa a hlmrne, perceiving the 
a tta ck upon his brother, a lso ma de a 
da sh a t Mr Ba rksda le, a nd seized him 
by the ha ir, a ppa rently for the purpose 
of dra wing him "into cha ueery" a nd 
pummelling him to grea ter sa tisfa ction. 
Horrible to rela te, Mr. Ba rksda le’s wig 
ca mo off in Ca dwa lhuler’s left ha nd, a nd 
his right fist ex pended itself w lth tremen­ 
dous forco a ga inst the unresisting a ir. 
This ludicrous incident unquestion­ 
a bly did ra nch towa rd restoring good 
na turo subsequently, a nd its effect wa s 
heightened not a little by the fa » ’t tha t 
in the ex citement of the occa sion Ba rks­ 
da le restored his w ig wrong side fore­ 
most. 
The Spea ker yelled a nd ra pped for 
order, without effect. 
The Sergea nt-a t

Mr. Covode, of Pennsylva nia , 
ca ught up a hea vy stonewa re spittoon, 
with which to “ bra in'’ whoever might 
seem to deserve it, but, fortuna tely, did 
not get fa r enough into the ex cited 
crow d to find a n a ppropira te subject for 
his vengea nce, a mi a ll over the ha ll ev­ 
erybody wa s ex cited for the time.

were openly displa yed. 
When order was restored, severa l gen­ 
tlemen were found to present a n ex c***- 
sively tumbled a nd disordered a ppea r­ 
a nce, but there rema ined little else to re­ 
ca ll the ex citement.

The Creole 
women have inherited the French taste 
in » Iress, an« l in a g reater deg ree than 
other Americans, they reg ard the fiat 
of Paris as the supreme authority in 
all m atters concerning the toilet.

so, the Creole women of all ag es and 
of all classes are devout. Neither 
social eng ag ements, nor weather, nor 
other obstacle* are allowed lo inter­ 
fere with the discharg e of their relig ­ 
ious duties. 
Are they not somewhat 
superstitious? 
Some of them a little 
so, perhaps, in remembrance of voo­ 
doo stories told them in their infancy 
by old neg ro nurse» .—New Orleans 
Letter in Omaha Republican.

to remain idle during the 
summer for the want of logs, but 
the supply will be short, and it 
will be several weeks yet before it 
begins to come in. 
S. C, Hall, of 
the H all & Ducey Lumber com pany, 
returned from the up-river drives 
yesterday. 
H e states that the Hall 
& Ducey drive is near A itkin, and 
is there w aiting for the additional 
logs which are coming down Mud 
river. 
The 
Leighton 
and 
H ill 
Lawrence 
drives are som ewhere 
betw een 
A itk in 
and 
Brainerd. 
Below Brainerd there are perhaps 
100,000,000 feet owned m iscellane­ 
ously, 
and 
scattered 
along the 
river— at 
Olmstead 
Bar, 
Belle 
Plaine, 
Little 
Falls 
and 
Pine 
Rapids. 
These are all winged up, 
but would 
speedily 
m ove 
along 
with a rise o f water. 
These logs 
m entioned are all that have come 
down from the headwaters. 
There 
does not seem at present any pros­ 
pect of the Rum river logs getting 
out the river this season. 
There 
are about 60,000,000 feet of these 
and in other rivers there are said 
to be some 40,000,000 more 
ir- 
retreivably hung up, so that the 
entire shortage of logs in M inne­ 
apolis will be a good round h u n ­ 
dred million. 
W hether the Pine 
river logs will get down this sea 
son seems to depend entirely on 
the U nited States governm ent offi­ 
cials who have charge of the Cross 
lake dam s. 
There are forty or fifty 
million o f feet in P ine river. 
The 
lumbermen claim that these would 
float down if a current was created 
for them , but that the dam backs 
up the water and pi events a cur­ 
rent form ing; whereas the opening 
o f the sluices would create one. 
The governm ent officials, say that 
they will open the sluice-w ays and 
let the logs pass through whenever 
they reach the sluices, and as they 
cannot reach the sluices until they 
have been open, the Pine river logs 
seem likely to stay where they are. 
A n act passed by the last legisla­ 
ture extended the boom lim its to 
Brainerd, h avin g heretofore been 
located at M onticello. 
The boom 
com pany did not expect to begin 
handling logs at 
Brainerd until 
n ex t season, but at the earnest re­ 
quest o f the lum berm an’s exchange 
have, in this em ergency decided to 
take the logs from Brainerd this 
year. 
T he luck of logs this sea­ 
son is a particularly unfortunate 
circum stance, 
from the fact that 
lumber stocks are very lo.v and 
badly broken, and lum berm en are 
having great difficulty in filling 
orders.

We are not a little surprised 
when we are inform ed that from this hit of pro­ 
toplasm , through a eerie* of change* w hich took 
place w hen tim e was not m easured by the ri»e 
and fall of nations, was developed the most per­ 
fect and com plicated work in n atu re-M an . But 
that w hich m akes m an superior to hut surround­ 
ing* m ust proceed from som t higher source. 
In 
every soul are found germs of beauty and per­ 
fection only aw aiting culture for developm ent. 
In m e d ic a l m an a* in a child, im agination 
rule* the m in d ; for he- delights in fanciful and 
unreal because his religious faith bus tau g h t him 
not to reason but to revel in that m ystery whose 
only end is superstition, He hear* of strange a d ­ 
ventures approaching his ideal of heroism and 
fancied perfection. He would faia know more 
of the wrorld beyond the confines of his own hor­ 
izon. 
Knowledge through experience being d e­ 
nied him. he m ust content him self with those ac­ 
counts w hich, through the natural laws of devel­ 
opm ent. culm inate in prase fiction. 
Soil and 
clim ate exert a universal influence from which 
even fiction is not exem t, as told by the “ Moorish 
Romances, the Adventures of the Cid,*’ which 
partake of a highly im aginative nature when 
com pared w ith the "Legend of A rthur’’ in which 
every line tells of strength and bravery so indica 
tive of the cold com pared with sunny clim e-. 
In 
both the characters are real, mingled with the 
supernatural. As naan attained a higher develop­ 
m ent, he arose above the sim ple narration of the 
sujieruatural, giving the world ri al m*-n and wo­ 
men. The characters were taken from every 
station of life, that we m ight have com m on in ­ 
terests, serving as a mean* of studying ab-trai t 
qualitu s in tbs guise of eiery-dav life. The read­ 
er finds him self draw n along without resistance 
by that golden thread of low , to see conditions 
just as the author intended. 
Of modern fiction, 
or 
the 
novel, 
wom an constitutes the 
soul, 
and not until she assum ed her position In so­ 
ciety do we find this class of w ritings. The 
novel is defined a- a large diffused picture, com ­ 
prehending the characters of life, disposed in 
groups and exhibited in various attitudes, for 
the purpose of a uniform plan and general oc­ 
currence to w hich every individual s* subservient. 
For the purpose ol instructing as well a- p^puiing, 
we are giving real representations- not of in ­ 
dividuals, but type* in which a proportion of 
good and evil is portrayed, for it is by contrast 
that the greatest influence is exerted. Those ac­ 
tive pictures of social life in which we are some­ 
thing new or unforaeeB as a mean* of interesting 
us, may pass for a tim e under tin* halo of a novel, 
hut they are as short-lived as butterflies, and, 
like them , when stripped of their beautiful color- 
mg by the rude hand of tim e, nothing rem ain*. 
They m ay poasess charm s, for (hose who indulcc 
in im agination, change and excitem ent as afford­ 
ing pleasure, but for whom reason and reflection 
are deptha 
untried. 
The true novel 
i* a 
philosophy of hum an nature, in w hich the joys, 
sorrows and caprices are not peculiar to in­ 
dividuals; for our natures are not capable of 
sym pathizing w here no common bond exists 
It 
require* more than a well conceived plot or 
pleasing narration to interest through age*. The 
novelist who gives os m ore than a pleasing pic­ 
ture, who skillfully interweaves hi* philosophy 
in the form s of sentim ent*, it is he who endures 
the te*t of tim e 
W hat is it that makes the work* 
of a George Elliot ao attractive* Is it trie plot* 
The style. 
No, it is Ihe reflections em bodied In 
heroes and heroines, constituting g* m* of ethics 
and aesthetics. The novel ha* taken the place of 
the theater in educating the people, the dram a 
being better adapted to an intefle< t in its infancy 
than the novel, because in the form er the actor 
interprets the thought, and in the latter it m ust he 
gained unaided. 
From the low est depths of im ­ 
m orality it has risen L; a stile aliuogt jx.*rfect, be­ 
com ing on* of the strong measures of social re­ 
form. Many of our greatest social le*sons have 
been taught in the form of novels. Treatises 
and editorial*, though strong in their way, fail to 
reach the masse* a* novel. 
We can ask for no 
9?rongcr| CXampI: tt.&n “Unci' T cn’i C”!?!",” 
whose influence was felt alike at home and 
abroad. W ho can read the suffering of a “ Little 
Jo e” and not be kinder to the poor and distressed, 
or the villiany and hypocrisy of an “ Uriah H eap” 
w ithout detesting them* 
\\ hat has the irony and 
sarcaem of a Thackery done for society? The in­ 
fluence of the novel on the side of the good is be­ 
ginning to tie realized, and we hope that the time 
is not far distant w hen it will find a cherished 
place in every library. 
Miss Mulrine w as ttie recipient of sev­ 
eral elegant presents as mem entoes of the 
occasion and many congratulations on 
the preparation and deliycry of her essay 
and salutatory were received. 
Our space w ill not permit of lengthy 
com m ent on the productions of the class 
of ’88.

Situation of tho Drives. 
The reports 
which have been 
published 
concerning 
the 
log 
drives have been considerably ex­ 
aggerated, says the Press: 
The 
Minneapolis saw mills will not 
have to remain idle during the 
summer for the want of logs, but 
the supply will be short, and it 
will be several weeks yet before it 
begins to come iu. 
S. C, Hall of 
the Hall k Ducey Lumber company, 
returned from the up-river drives 
yesterday. 
He states that the Hall 
k Ducey drive is near Aitkin, and 
is there waiting for the additional 
logs which are coming down Mud 
river. 
The 
Leighton 
aud Hill 
Lawrence drives are somewhere 
between 
Aitkin 
and 
Brainerd. 
Below Brainerd there are perhaps 
100,000,000 feet owned miscellane­ 
ously, and 
scattered along the 
river—at 
Olmstead 
Bar, Belle 
Plaine, 
Little 
Falls 
and Pine 
Rapids. 
These are all winged up, 
but would speedily move along 
with a rise of water. 
These logs 
mentioned are all that have come 
down from the headwaters. 
There 
docs not seem at present any pros­ 
pect of the Rum river logs getting 
out the river this season. 
There 
are about 60,000,000 feet of these 
and in other rivers there are said 
to be sonic 40,OCH),OOO more ir- 
retreivably hung up, so that the 
entire shortage of logs in Minne­ 
apolis will be a good round hun­ 
dred million. 
Whether the Pine 
river logs will get down this sea­ 
son seems to depend entirely on 
the United States government offi­ 
cials who have charge of the Cross 
lake dams. 
There are forty or fifty 
million of feet in Pine river. 
The 
lumbermen claim that these would 
float down if a current was created 
for them, but that the dam backs 
up the water and pi even ta a cur­ 
rent forming; whereas the opening 
of the sluices would create one. 
The government officials, say that 
they will open the sluice-ways and 
let the logs pass through whenever 
they reach the sluices, and as they 
cannot reach the sluice?. until they 
have been open, the Pine river logs 
seem likely to stay where they are. 
Au act passed by the last legisla­ 
ture extended the boom limits to 
I3raincrd, having heretofore been 
located at Monticello. 
The boom 
company did not expect to begin 
handling logs at Brainerd until 
next season, but at the earnest re­ 
quest of the lumberman’s exchange 
have, in this emergency decided to 
take the logs from Brainerd this 
year. 
The luck of logs this sea­ 
son is a particularly unfortunate 
circumstance, 
from the fact that 
lumber stocks are very lo.v and 
badly broken, and lumbermen are 
haying great difficulty in filling 
orders.

sy m p ath izin g w here no com m on (Kind ex ists. 
It 
requires m ore th an a w ell conceived plot or 
pleasing narratio n to interest through ages.

novelist wiio gives us m ore th an a picas:ng pic­ 
tu re, w ho sk illfu lly interw eaves b is philosophy 
in the form s of sentim ents, it n* he w ho endures 
the test of tim e 
W hat la it th at m akes the w orks 
of a George E lliot so attractive? 
I# it the plot? 
T h e style. 
No, it is th e reflections em bodied in 
heroes an d heroines, co n stitu tin g gem s of ethics 
and aesthetics. T h e novel has taken the place of 
the theater in ed u catin g th e people, the d ram a 
being better a d ap ted to an intellect in its infan cy 
th a n the novel, because in tb s form er the actor 
interpret* the thought, and in the latter it m ust be 
gain ed u n aid ed . 
F rom the low est depths of im ­ 
m orality it h as risen t^ a sttU ; alg p ijt perfect, be­ 
com ing one of the strong thesauri s of social re 
form . 
M any of our greatest serial lessons have 
been ta u g h t In the form o f novel* 
T reatises 
and ed ito rials, th o u g h strong in their w ay, fail to 
reach the m asses as novel. 
We can ask for no 
Stronger! CXampI; tl.an “ UlClC T u n 7 
whoso influence w as felt alike at hom e and 
abroad. 
W ho can read the suffering of a “ L ittle 
J o e " and not be k in d er to the poor and distressed, 
or the villiany and hypocrisy of an “ U riah H eap " 
w ithout detesting them ? 
W h a t has the irony an d 
sarcasm of a T h ack ery done for soc;. »j? T he in ­ 
fluence of th e novel on the side of the good is be­ 
ginning to be reaiized, and we hope that the tim e 
is not fa r d iatan t w hen it will find a cherished 
place in every lib rary . 
Miss Mulrine was tile recipient of sev­ 
eral elegant presents as mementoes of Hie 
occasion and many congratulations on 
the preparation and delivery of her essay 
and salutatory were received. 
Our space will not permit of lengthy 
comment on the productions of the class 
of ’88.

T he Denver Republican asserts th a t

None of these fires have been as d isa s­ 
t r o u s to hum an lifo as som o of those 
th a t h ave occurred in Europe.

burning of the Kin g theater in \ ionna 
nearly nine hundred lives were lost. 
L ehm an’s theater, a t St. Petersburg, 
w as burned in 1 8 3 6 ,and seven hundred 
people perished. The m ost d isastrou s 
theater fire ever known in this country 
was the burning of the Brooklyn th e­ 
ater a few years ago,when about three 
hundred people lost their lives. 


Cyprus has been for nine years so 
com pletely 
under 
English 
control 
since the treaty for its English "pro­ 
tectorate” negotiated by Lord Bea- 
conslield in 1878, th a t its absolute 
cession changes nothing on the island 
besides certain puzzling conditions in 
laml titles dependent on tho persist­ 
ence of Turkish law after English occu­ 
pation begins. 
The P orte has been 
for som e tim e proposing to use the 
Cyprus trib ute as a basis of a new 
loan, and It will probably be found 
th a t the new treaty facilitates this. 


The num ber ol 
"fathers of cheap 
postage” who have died in the United 
S tates during the last tw enty years 
would fill a good-sized volum e of biog­ 
raphy, if all their life histories were 
written. 
One 
of 
them , 
Lysander 
Ppooner, lifts just died in B oston. 
His claim to the p atern ity of the great 
reform is based upon his estab lish ­ 
m ent of a private p ost tor carrying 
letters from B oston to New York 
Philadelphia, and B altim ore at a uni­ 
form rate of five cents, while the gov­ 
ernment w as chargingfrom one to tw o 
shillings for a like service. 


Since the collision of tho Celtic and 
Britannic, there are m any argum ents 
showing tho necessity of a double 
trak, so to speak, by which outgoing 
and incom ing steam ers of the sam e 
lino shall bo m ade to follow widely 
different course, and thu s avoid one 
danger of collision, and, second, the 
ad vantage of the m odern m ethod of 
building steam ers in com partm ents, 
with the suggestion of tho develop­ 
m ent of a vessel which it will be im ­ 
possible to sink.

would have gone to the b ottom of the 
ocean.

The sensation th a t life is at a stan d ­ 
still is calculated to benumb the a s­ 
piring spirit, and to turn hope into 
despondency. 
It has, no doubt, been 
fatal to som e men of strong am bition, 
who possessed also sensitive and m el­ 
ancholy d isp osition s. 
A dull, lazy 
life through a daily routine of jietty 
duties is enough to depress alm ost 
any nervous nature. 
T h a t it is not 
cosy to see how the con d ition of 
affairs which has this tendency is to 
be ( hanged. 


The noted 
English 
sta tisticia n 
M ullhall, in his fam ous work, "Fifty 
Years of 
N ational P rogress,” has a 
passage full of suggestiveness in con­ 
nection w ith the present sta te of Ire­ 
land’s affairs and the governm ent's 
coercion bill. 
He sa y s th a t the pres­ 
ent reign has been t he m ost 
d isas­ 
trous since th a t of Elizabeth, there 
having died of fam ine 1 ,2 2 5 ,0 0 0 per­ 
sons, been evicted 3 ,6 6 8 ,0 0 0 and em i­ 
grated 
4 ,1 8 6 ,0 0 0 since 1837. 
The 
au th or adds: 
"Tho number of per­ 
son s evicted is equal to seventy-five 
l>er cent, of the actual p opulation. 
No country either in E urope or else- 
where lias suffered such w holesale ex­ 
term in ation .” 
Such facts 
dem on­ 
stra te the necessity for radical legis­ 
lation to redress such wrong. 
W hat 
th a t should be m ay well tax the best 
w isdom of the empire. 


The number of im m igrants who h ave 
com e to our shores w ithin the m em ory 
of persons still living, outnum bers the 
p opu lation in 1830. T h at popula­ 
tion was 12,86 0 ,0 0 0 ; und the im m i­ 
grants who have com e since then num ­ 
ber 1 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 —and there are good 
reasons for believing that the descend­ 
a n ts of th e la tter outnum ber those of 
the form er—so th a t American blood 
lias been m ore than half changed in 
the lust tw o generations. 
T he changes 
wo are undergoing are strikingly e x ­ 
hibited in the recent sta te census o* 
Kliodo Island, which show s th a t in 
the whole popu lation of 30 0 ,0 0 0 , only 
7 0 ,0 0 0 , or 1 in 4, can b oast of fath­ 
ers and m others who, them selves, were 
born in the sta te.

T his m eans th a t of the

8 in every 4 are descended from other 
than the revolutionary stock. 
The 
percentage of unnuxed nature blood 
in ttie population of M assachusetts is 
only ab out one per cent, m ore than 
in R hode Island, and about the sam e 
ratio 
will 
hold 
good 
in 
other 
sta tes. In the South the American ele­ 
m ent, leaving out the negroes entirely, 
is much larger than any other sectic n of 
the country.

Gen. Gray, of the G rand Army of the Re­ 
public, is issuing to all the posts in the 
country an im portant document, in the n a­ 
ture of a dependent pension bill, whose 
passage 
will 
probably 
be 
urgod 
upon 
the 
next 
congress. 
It 
was 
drafted 
by 
the 
national 
|*eusiou 
committee of the G rand Army of the Re­ 
public, appointed by L'onimander-in-Chief 
Fairchild,under resolution of the national 
encampment. 
The bill provides: 
In considering the pension claims of de- 
pendent parents, the fact and cause of 
death and the fact th a t the soldier left no 
widow or minor child or children having 
Wen shown as required by law. it shall I>e 
necessary only to show by competent and 
sufficient evidence th a t such pArent or 
parents are or have been w ithout means of 
support than their own m anual labor 
or the contributions of other* not legally 
bound for support; provided, th a t all pen­ 
sions allowed under this section of this 
act shall commence from date of actual 
dependence, if claim was filed prior to 
July 1, 1 *nO; and in case of applications 
thereafter made, the pension shall com­ 
mence from the d ate of the tiling of the ap­ 
plication iu the pension office, or from 
d ate of subsequent dependence. 
All j>er- 
gorw who served three m onths in the mili- 
tarv naval service of the United States, 
and 
who 
have 
been 
honorably dis­ 
charged and are suffering from mental or 
physical debility, n o t the result of their 
own vicious habits, shall be entitled to re­ 
ceive $ I 2 per month; 
t h a t persons who 
are t.ow receiving pensions under existing 
laws, or whose claims are wending iu the 
pension office, may receive the benefits of 
this act; th a t no person shall receive more 
th an one pension for the same period, and 
th a t rank in tho service shall not lie con­ 
sidered. If any invalid pensioner has died, 
or shall hereafter die, leaving a widow, mi­ 
nor child or children under eighteen years of 
nge, and in case there Is* no widow or mi 
nor child or children, ti dojiendent mother 
or father, such widow, minor child or chil­ 
dren, or m other or father shall be placed 
upon the pension roll at the rates estab­ 
lished by Isw for widows, minor children 
and parents, w ithout regard to the ra .-• 
of death of such pensioner, provided ti at 
said widow was married to the d-ce **-d 
pensioner prior to the passage of tin- act.

tensc, self-reliant, and scornful of ap- 
* pea ranees, the opposite schooling ol 
the old-fashioned D ow n-East training, 
-the rough experience of engineer and 
frontier life have m ade him so down­ 
right that he is apt to be appalling to 
'nidinurv m ortals. 
Though between 
dO and GO years of age, hair and beard 
j now white, no youngster in his party 
\s:li plunge into the grimmest m ount­ 
ain ranges with a s little thought of 
com m issariat or us com plete a con­ 
tempt of danger, and no Indian will 
encounter fatigue or famine as stoic­ 
ally. 
The ma jor and his nenhew. Mr. Al­ 
bert Rogers, hiring at K am loops ten 
Hhuswap Indians from tlie Roman 
Catholic m inion to carry their packs, 
| started in Al »ril to force their way to 
| the east. 
They succeeded in reaching 
the core of the Selkirk range, by fol- 
j lowing the east fork of the Ille-CiUe- 
J W aet; but, like Moberly on the north 
fork, they got only to u cul de sa*', 
j and their packs having become omi- 
j nously ligh t,they—heavy w iththecon- 
I t»eiou>n* ss of failure—cam e to thecon- 
| elusion that retreat was inevitable. 
I Before retracing their steps, however, 
j they climbed tlie divide to see if any 
1 break could be detected in th** range. 
! Yes; a valley appeared in the direction 
j of an unexplored little affluent or tho 
111* Cilie-W.iet, and, apparently con­ 
nected with it, a depression extending 
I to the east. 
Everywhere *l>e, all 
i around to the horizon, nothing but 
I "snow clad d esolation .” Tlie result of 
! five or six weeks' endurance of alm ost 
intolerable m isery was this gleam of 
j hope. 
Our journey enabled us to under­ 
stand what they m ust have suffered, 
i The underbrush is of the densest, ow- 
j ing to the ceusele.-4* ra.n. 
Black liiej 
j or m osquitoes 
do 
their part un- 
weariedly. 
W hat with fallen timber 
j of enorm ous size, precipices, prickly 
thorns, beaver darrre, m arshes full of 
fetid water to be waded through, abler 
j swam ps, lakelets surrounded by bluffs 
so steep that it would alm ost puz/lea 
cham ois to g*‘t over or around them, 
j we had all we wanted of the Ille-Cille- 
; W aet and the Eagle Pa-s-u 
But they 
! had started to o early in the season. 
The snow was n ot only deep, but it 
w a s melting and rotting under spring 
I suns and rains, and therefore would 
• not bear their weight. 
Down they 
j stink at every step, and often in the 
wo ret kind of pitfalls 
At first their 
; loads were so heavy that they had to 
leave part behind, 
and 
then, 
af­ 
ter cam ping 
early, 
return 
weari­ 
ly on riifir track-* for the second 
load. The Indians would hav* deserted 
them a dozen tim es over, but the Major 
j had arrungtsl with the m ission th at if 
they returned w ithout a certificate 
| they were to get a whipping instead of 
! good pay. 
Nothing but pluck kept 
them pegging away; but in spite of all 
they failed that year. 
The following 
i May the Major m ade his attack from 
: the other side of the range, and again 
he was unsuccessful. Swollen torrents 
and scarcity or supplies forced him 
back to his base, at the point where 
the Kicking Horse River joins the Co­ 
lum bia. 
On this occasion, had it not 
bean for the discovery of a canoe, he 
and hi.s party would have starved. 
Sorely against their will he had put 
them on half rations,but he gladdened 
their hearts one morning by announc* 
| ing that it was his birthday, and pro­ 
ducing a little sugar to sweeten their 
tea. 
Nothing daunted, he started again 
the sam e -unnner. in the m outh of Ju­ 
ly, from the sam e base, and succeeded, 
j Proceeding up the valley of the Beaver, 
a large stream th a t enters the Colum­ 
bia through an open canon, and then 
following the course of one of its trib­ 
utaries 
appropriately 
called Bear 
Creek, he at length found the long- 
sought-for pass. 
He saw the m ount­ 
ain from the summ it of which the 
year before he and his nephew had 
noticed the depression extending to 
the east. 
Not content while anything 
remained undone, he made for the 
north fork, ascended it too, to ascer­ 
tain if its headwaters would connect 
with a tributary of the Beaver, and 
„o perhaps afford som ething better; 
but not hing better, or rather nothing 
at all. was found. The Selkirks have 
only one pass, but it is better than 
the western slope of the main chain 
by the Kicking Horse. 
And an Ameri­ 
can has had the honor of finding th a t 
one on behalf of Canada'

There is m ore p athos and unadul­ 
terated m isery in these three words 
than could be expressed in all the vol­ 
umes of P lato. 
Wherever you hear 
them you are sure to find trouble not 
far behind. 
The young m an 
who 
married in haste without any secure 
means of support curses himself for a 
fool when he sees the result of his ac­ 
tion in the pale face of a worried wife 
and a sickly child. 
Prem ature and 
-careless m arriages m ultiply as rapidly 
as divorce canes, and it seems im possi­ 
ble to do anything to check them. 
“Out of work” m eans out of fuel, 
food, light, shelter, and everything 
which tends to m ake lite desirable. 
With men discouragem ent and m is­ 
fortune often lead to suicide; am ong 
women, the heart sickness, the per­ 
sistent struggle and the vain daily 
search for em ploym ent become settled 
melancholy or degradation. 
A keen observer tells us th at “men 
more frequently weep than 
women 
when they are seeking em ploym ent, 
the men breaking down utterly, while 
the women take a refusal with white 
lips and pass on .” 
“ I have been out 
of work six m onths, ’ said a man to a 
friend who called to see his suffering 
child, “and nhe is all broke up, look ­ 
ing after the children who are sick, be­ 
cause we cannot get suitable nourish­ 
ing food. 
I would rather die than 
beg, but I have asked for work until I 
am discouraged.” 
He is one of m any. 
“I do not care 
what tile work is, if it is only work, 
and m eans honest bread,” 
said a 
woman whose fortune through no fault 
of hers had been sw^pt aw ay. 
The 
gentle woman out of work is the sad­ 
dest sicht of all. 
Hhe has seen netter 
la y s, has dispensed charity, has her­ 
self clothed the needy and fed 
the 
hungry, and now*, when her eyes are 
growing dim and the elasticity 
of 
Youth is leaving ber, she m ust seek 
tor work. 
Blessed are they who furnish it, for 
here in our well-ordered city, w ith its 
beautiful homes and princely ware­ 
houses, the cry of such is continually 
heard. 
The men who treat this cry 
with coldness or rudeness are not the 
men whose gold will bring them bless­ 
ings. 
A kind refusal costs nothing, 
and a word of sym pathy weighs less 
than gold, but travels faster. 
Til ere 
was a touch of true nobility in tho re­ 
ply of a B oston m erchant thus ap­ 
pealed to when he said 
“No, my 
.riend, I have no place for you, every 
position is filled, but you will be bet­ 
ter able to ask for work somewhere 
else if you will go with me and get a 
good dinner.”

a thrilling narrative of nerve, endur­ 
ance and final success. The following 
is quoted from Prof. G rant’s article: 
“ In February, 1881, the syndicate 
appointed an American, Maj. A. B. 
Rogers, C. E., engineer of the M ountain 
Division of the Canada Pacific Rail­ 
way. He seemed to be about as unlike­ 
ly a man for the work of ascertaining 
whether the Selkirks problem was sol­ 
uble as could have been chosen. 
He 
knew little or nothing of mountains; 
his previous experience had been in 
states where there is no counterpart 
to the characteristic scenery and dif­ 
ficulties of British Columbia. 
But 
Maj. Rogers, like a true descendent of 
the Pilgrim or Puritan fathers, i * 
man who goes to the particular wild* r- 
ncsH to which lie m ay be appointed, 
asking no questions. 
Naturally in- 
tons*.*, self-reliant, and scornful of ap­ 
pearance-*, the opposite schooling of 
the old-fashioned D own-East training, 
.the rough experience of engineer and 
frontier life have made him so down­ 
right that he is apt to he appalling to 
ordinary m ortals. Though between 
dO and OO years of age, hairand beard 
now* white, no youngster in his party 
will plunge into the grimmest m ount­ 
ain ranges with as little thought of 
com m issariat or a> complete a con­ 
tem pt of danger, and no Indian xviii 
encounter fatigue or famine as stoic­ 
ally. 
The m ajor and his nephew. Mr. Al­ 
bert Rogers, hiring at Kam loops ten 
Bhuswap Indian- from the Roman 
Catholic m ission to carry their packs, 
started in April to force their way to 
the east. They succeeded in reaching 
the core of the Selkirk range, by fol­ 
lowing the east fork of the Ille-Ciile- 
Waet: but, like Moberly on the north 
fork, they got only to a cc.I de sa**, 
and their parks having become omi 
n ou'iy light. t hey—heavy xx ith t hecon- 
sciousness of failure—carne to thecon- 
clnsion that retreat was inevitable. 
Before retracing their steps, however, 
they climbed the divide to se** if any 
break could be detected in the range. 
Yes; a valley appeared in the direction 
of an unexplored little affluent or tho 
Hie til e-\V a* t, ami, appa ently con­ 
nected with it, tx depression extending 
to the * ast. 
Everywhere »Ne, all 
around to the horizon, not'Ring but 
“snowclad desolation.” The result of 
five or six weeks’ endurance of alm ost 
intolerable misery was this gleam of 
hope. 
Our journey enabled us to under­ 
stand what they mn.'t have suffered. 
The underbrush is of the densest, ow­ 
ing to the cc-isele." ram. 
Black flies 
I or m osquitoes 
do 
their part un­ 
running i weariedly. 
W hat with fallen timber 
j of enorm ous size, precipices, prickly 
I thorns, beaver dam s, marshes full of 
fetid xvater to be waded through, alder 
swamp#, lakelets surround.-d by bluffs 
so stC'-p that it would alm ost puzzle a 
chamois to g^t over or around them, 
we had all we wanted of the Ille-Cille- 
W’aet and the Eagle Pass. 
But they 
had started too early in the season. 
The -now xvas not only deep, but it 
was melt ing and rotting under spring 
suns and rains, and therefore would 
not bear their weight. 
Down they 
sunk at every step, and often in tho 
worst kind of pitfalls 
At first their 
loads were so heavy that they had to 
leave part behind, 
and 
then, 
af­ 
ter camping 
early, 
return 
weari­ 
ly on their tracks for th** second 
load. The Indians would have deserted 
them a dozen tim**# over, but the Major 
had arranged with die m ission th a t ii 
they returned without a certificate 
they were to get a whipping instead of 
good pay. 
Nothing hut pluck kept 
them pegging away; but in spite of all 
they failed that year. 
The following 
May the Major made his attack from 
the other side of the range, and again 
he xvas unsuccessful. Swollen torrents 
and scarcity of supplies forced him 
back to his base, at the point where 
the Kicking Horse River joins the Co­ 
lumbia. 
On thi- occasion, h id it not 
been for the discovery of a canoe, he 
and his party would have starved. 
Sorely against their will he had put 
them on half rations,but he gladdened 
their hearts one morning by announc­ 
ing that it was his birthday, and pro­ 
ducing a little sugar to sweeten their 
tea. 
Nothing daunted, he started again 
the sam e summer, in the m outh of Ju­ 
ly, from the sam e bast*, and succeeded. 
Proceeding up the valley of the Beaver, 
a large stream that enters the Colum­ 
bia through an open canon, and then 
following the course of one of its trib­ 
utaries 
appropriately 
called Bear 
Creek, he at length found the long- 
sought-for pass. 
He saw the m ount­ 
ain from the summit of which the 
year before be and his nep h ew had 
noticed the depression extending to 
the east. 
Not content while anything 
remained undone, he made for the 
north fork, ascended it too, to ascer­ 
t a i n if its headwaters would connect 
with a tributary of the Beaver, and 
-*j perhaps afford som ething better; 
but nothing better, or rather nothing 
•it all. was found. 
Tilt; -Selkirks have 
only on** pass, but it is better than 
the western slope of the main cham 
by the Kicking Horse. 
And an Ameri­ 
can has had the honor of finding th at 
one on behalf of Canada! 
All honor 
to him!

From Den: Perley Poore’s Bocolloctions, 
The scrimmage in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives early on Saturday morning, 
February 9, 1858, was an exciting affair 
as seen from the reporter's gullei’y. 
It 
was inaugurated by Keitt, of South 
Carolina, who rushed belligerently at 
Grow of Pennsylvania, when he re­ 
ceived—not from Grow, however—a 
blow that knocked him down. 
A doz­ 
en Southern men at once left their 
seats and rushed to the spot while as 
many anti-Leeompton men came to tho 
rescue. 
Foremost came Mr. Totter, 
of 
Wisconsin, a very 
athletic, com­ 
pact 
man 
who 
bounded 
into 
the 
center 
of 
the excited group, strik­ 
ing right and left with tremendous vig­ 
or. 
W ashburne, of 
Illinois, and his 
brother of Wisconsin, also were promi­ 
nent, and for a minute or two it seemed 
as though we were to have a Kilkenny 
fight on a magnificent scale. 
Barks­ 
dale had hold of Grow, when Potter 
struck him a severe blow, supposing 
that he was hurting that geatlere*». 
Barksdale, turning around and : 
posing it was Eliiiu W ashburne who 
struck him, dropped Grow and struck 
out at the gentleman from Illinois. 
Cadwallader W ashburne, perceiving the 
attack upon his brother, also made a 
dash at Mr Barksdale, and seized him 
by the hair, apparently for the purpose 
of drawing him “into chancery” and 
pummelling him to greater satisfaction. 
Horrible to relate, Mr. Barksdale’s wig 
camo off in Cadwallader’s left hand, and 
his right fist expended itself w ith tremen­ 
dous forco against the unresisting air.

hand upon his

to restrain him, and was perem pto­ 
rily ordered to desist or l*e knocked 
down. 
Mr. Covode, of Pennsylvania, 
caught up a heavy stoneware spittoon, 
with which to ‘’brain’’ whoever might 
seem to deserve it, but, fortunately, did 
not get far enough into the excited 
crow d to find an appropirate subject for 
his vengeance, and all over the hall ev­ 
erybody was excited for the time. 
Fortunately, it did not last long, and 


110 weapons 
were openly displayed. 
When order was restored, several gen­ 
tlemen were found to present an exces­ 
sively tumbled and disordered appear­ 
ance,but there remained little else to re­ 
call the excitement.

T h e H e i g h t o f W a v e s . 


Many experiments have been made to 
measure the height of waves in u!l condi­ 
tions of weather. 
One authority goes 
high as sixty-four feet and another as 
low as fixe feet, giving it as his rea >a 
that the penetrating power of wind can­ 
not reach below that depth. 
Gf this 
philosopher it may be presumed t hat he 
was a m artyr to sea-sickness, a d that 
he must have contented himself w ith 
making his calculations in his study. 
On the other hand, a height of sixty- 
four feet is almost as absurd, though it 
is more in correspondence than ti e feet 
can possibly Imj with our conception of 
the altitude of the majestic surges 
which roll under the impulse of storms 
of wind along the surface of the great 
oceans. 
It is true that the earthquake 
wave has been known to rise sixty feet; 
yet surges of this kind are happily scarce 
since when they occur they are not only 
in the habit of razing whole tow ns npou 
the coast line where they break, but of 
carrying some of the vessels they may 
encounter at anchor in the neighbor­ 
hood to the distance of a day’s walk in­ 
land. 
Practical experience, however, 
will look with suspicion upon most of 
the scientic theories touching 
the al- 
t tude and velocity of the waves. 
Prof 
Airv’s table couples speed with dimen- 
ensions, and, as a sample of his calcula­ 
tions, it may bo shown that a wave 
100,000 feet in breadth will travel at 
the rate of 533.90 per seccond in water 
that is 10,000 feet deep. 
This is pos- 
I sible but it is difficult to accept such 
conclusions as exact. 
At all events, 
j there is nothing more deceptive than 
the height of waves. 
The tallest sens 
: in the world run off Cape H orn, where, 
whether the wind blows east or west, 
tliev have a holiday ground within a 
j belt of eight or ten degrees that com­ 
passes the globe without the interven- 
J tion of a break of laud.

j lias run, say, before a strong westerly 
! gale round tho Horn will know th« 
; magnitude of the sea. which follows his 
ship. 
Viewed from the stern, when 
the vessel sinks in the trough,the on­ 
coming sea that is aliout to underrun 
the ship, and lift her soaring to the liv­ 
ing heavens, will seem to heave its rush­

Cooking Rwipps. 


E go F ritters.—E ight eggs b eaten 
light, I cup of m ilk, 8 ta b lesp o o n fu ls 
of floor, m ix all th o ro u g h ly , ad d in g a 
little sa lt a n d co o k in boiling fa t like 
d ou gh n u ts. 


P u f f P ud din g.—One q u a rt of b o il­ 
ing milk, 9 ta b lesp o o n fu ls of flour; 
when cold add a little sa lt and 4 well- 
beaten eggs. 
Bake in a buttered dish, 
and serve with lem on juice thickened 
to a p a ste wfth brow n sugar. 


Mrs. W eeks J umbles.—One cup of 
butter, 2 cups of sugar, 3 eggs, one 
teaspoonful of soda, 2 of best cream 
of ta rta r, use half a cup of warm wa­ 
ter to dissolve the soda, flavor with va­ 
nilla or lemon, thicken with flour and 
roll out thin. 


B o il ed Chicken.—Select a plum p, 
full-grown chicken; stuff it with bread­ 
crum bs seasoned with pepper,salt and 
thy me f add two ounces of b u tter and 
a dozen large oysters. Tie a buttered 
paper around it, and put in a kettle 
of warm w ater; cover closely. 
When 
the chicken is dope, tak e it up, and 
m ake sauce with a teacup of the 
liquor, a pint of milk, an ounce of 
butter, a little flour, salt, pepper and 
five drops of extract of celery. 
F o r steam ed Indian pudding use 1 
1 2 cup sour milk, tw o eggs (well b eat­ 
en), one scant teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in a little warm w ater; stir 
in meal until the m ixture is a little 
thicker th an for griddle cakes; then 
add fruit of any kind desired, and 
steam (or boil) one hour. 
Fse sweet­ 
ened cream for sauce. 


Roa*t<-4 Sweetbread*. 
Hoak three sw eetbreads in tepid wa­ 
ter for one-half hour, then boil ten 
m inutes and plunge them into very 
cold w ater. 
Wipe perfectly dry and 
coat with tw o eggs beaten light and 
rover this with breadcrum bs. 
Re|»eat 
this until the sw eetbreads are closely 
covered. Then lay them upon a b ak ­ 
ing pan and drop tw o tablespoons 
melted b u tter slowly over them until 
the crum bs are soaked. 
Set in a m od­ 
erate oven, cover with another pan, 
bake ab out three-quarters of an hour, 
basting from tim e to tim e with brown 
veal gravy. 
Serve upon to a st or fried 
bread. 
Boil up the gravy again with 
a tablespoon ot catsup and a sm all 
I** ass of sherry wine and srain it over 
the sw eetbreads just befor serving.

But occasionally, in spite of care, a 
horse m ay need a little laxative and 
alterative medicine or mild diuretic. 
Resin is alw ays injurious, and saltpe­ 
tre should only be given understand- 
mgly 
am i 
never 
indiscrim inately. 
Sweet spirits of nitre is the safest di­ 
uretic, and oue or tw o ounces m ay be 
given daily for three days. 
A bran 
mash, with an ounce of hyposulphite 
of soda, is a safe alterative, and may­ 
be given daily a t this season for ten 
flays or tw o weeks. 
The 
old 
saying, 
110 grass, 
110 
cattle, 
no m anure, no crops, is as 
true to-day as when first spoken. 
G rass takes care of him who sows 
it. The 
meadow is 
the 
m aster 
mine of 
w ealth. 
Stiong 
m eadows 
tills big barns. 
F a t pastures m ake 
fat pockets. The acre th a t will carry 
a steer carries wealth- Flush p a s­ 
tures m ake fat stock. 
Heavy m ead­ 
ows m ake happy farm ers. 
Fp to my 
cars in soft grass laughs the fat ox. 
Sweet pastures m ake sound butter. 
Soft luty m akes strong wool. 
These 
are som e of the m axim s ol the m ead­ 
ow. The grass seed to sow depends 
upon the soil, and here every man 
m ust be his own judge. 
N ot every 
farmer, however, knows the grass 
adapted to his soil. 
If he does and 
seeds by the bushel, or other m eas­ 
ures, he is a p t to be misled. 
The whole secret of training a horse 
is to be sure th a t he understands w hat 
it is you want him to do before chas­ 
tising him for not doing it; if you are 
convinced th a t he knows, and yet 
will not do it, then he will remem ber 
it—and repeat a t once the order, 
making the horse com ply with it be­ 
fore proceedini> to anything else. 
If 
however, he is stubborn and become., 
unruly, it is som etim es b etter to p u t 
him to som ething different and take 
his mind entirely off before trying him 
again, lest by too much punishm ent 
he become vicious. 
Asparagus, when once planted pro p ­ 
erly, will last alm ost forever. 
The 
principal condition for success with 
this p lan t is to give it plenty of room ; 
a distance of four feet each way is found 
best for field culture. 
In the garden a 
single row is preferable, w ith plants 
tw o feet a p a rt, to planting in single 
beds. 
Rhubar b will also yield a crop 
for m any years, but in m ost cases it 
is better to take up the plants arid 
m ake a new bed every six or eight 
years. 
To have large, crisp stalks, 
cover each clump with tw o or three 
forkfuls of stable m anure after the 
ground freezes in the fall. 
H orserad­ 
ish in the fam ily garden is generally 
left to take care of itself, b u t if first- 
class ro o ts are desired, it should be 
treated like an annual and replanted 
every spring.

Overfeed Inf. 
Col. F. I). Curtis shows a level head 
in 
his 
rem arks upon overfeeding. 
Y’oung calves suffer m ost severely from 
this fault, which produces a diarrhoea 
and rapidly reduces them to the ex­ 
trem e of wretchedness. T housands of 
calves die of this m istake before they 
are three m onths old. 
A calf is a 
foolish creature; it will drink all the 
milk given to it, 
until completely 
gorged. This milk curdles in the stom ­ 
ach, so overburdened th a t it cannot 
act; this hard m ass of curd gradually 
gets into the bowels, ferments, decom ­ 
poses, 
and produces those spasm s 
which cause the intense agony exhibit­ 
ed by the poor weak creature in its 
distressful groans and m oans. The 
real foolishness is in the owner, whose 
idea of arithm etic is th a t three q u arts 
of milk is good for a calf, six q u a rts is 
twice as good; but this is by no means 
a safe conclusion in breeding anim als 
of any kind. 


Fat Cattle Shows. 


The American R ural H om e. 
Agricultural fairs are not alw ays 
very instructive to farm ers, 
or, a t 
least, are much less instructive th an 
they might be made. 
Take the stock 
departm ent and w hat do we learn? 
We see som e anim als th a t show a 
great am o u n t of flesh or fat upon 
their bones, and we exclaim: 
“ W hat 
fat at*m a!»!” 
Are we taught by such 
an exhibit ion th a t farm ers should buy 
anim als of such breeds, a t whatever 
cost, for fattening? 
By no means. 
Those anim als which m ake such a 
fine showq m ay have cost their own­ 
ers much m ore than they would sell 
for, as beef. 
By 
attending 
fairs, 
year 
after 
year, 
and 
alw ays 
seeing anim als of a certain breed more 
fleshy than those of other breeds, we 
might feel w arranted in concluding 
th a t anim als of th a t breed have a 
tendency to lay 011 fat, and th a t it. is 
t he breed to choose for making bee?. 
W ithin a few years, shows of a dif­ 
ferent 
character, which afford 
us 
greater inform ation, have been insti­ 
tute*! in Chicago and some other ca t­ 
tle centers of the W est. These are. 
“ F a t cattle show*.” 
One was held 
the last week m October, in K ansas 
City, and another is being held, in Chi­ 
cago. 
These shows do som ething 
m ore th an merely show the stock. 
The prem ium cattle are butchered and 
cut up, and the relative proportions 
of the best cuts are given. 
Then we 
have a history of the fattening of the 
different anim als, and are informed 
a t 
w hat 
cost 
per 
pound 
the 
beef 
was 
made. 
and 
by 
repetitions of these shows and slaugh­ 
terings and feedings for several suc- 
cessive years, we come to learn, after 
a while, w hat breeds will m ake the 
cheapest beei; and this is w hat every 
beef m aker w ants to know. 
ft m ay 
be a gratification of one’s pride to 
show an enorm ous beef, but if every 
pound cost m ore than it will sell for 
in m arket, tne gratification m ay be 
altogether too costly. 
At the K ansasC ity show, we learn 
th a t 
the 
Aberdeen-Angus 
steer, 
“ Handy,” owned 
by Gudgell 
and 
Sim pson, took the first prem ium on 
the grand sweepstakes. 
We have not 
seen an account of Bandy’s feeding 
y tt, but presum e it will be given to 
the public in due time. 
The tact th a t 
he was aw arded the first prem ium , 
as 
the best anim al 
in tne show, 
shows 
the 
change 
th a t 
has 
been gradually going on during the 
last few years. 
But a short tim e ago, 
the m eaty sh o rt horn 
was alm ost 
w ithout a rival am ong candidates for 
the sham bles. 
It easily carried off all 
the prem ium s. 
A few years since we 
were all astonished to hear th a t a 
Hereford had carried off the first pre­ 
mium. 
But the general conclusion 
was th a t the short-horn had been 
caught napping and th a t, probably, 
the Hereford would never to able to 
repeat th t trick. 
He did, however, 
and has done so m ore th an once, un­ 
til prestige, enjoyed for m any years, 
by the short-horn, is gone. 
B ut the Hereford is not left to enjoy, 
alone,his position of rival of the sh o rt­ 
horn. 
F or tw o or three years the 
sm all, com pact, glossy-black haired 
native of the north, 
the hornless 
Abtrdeen-Angus, 
has 
been coming 
to the front, and by the reports of the 
last exhibition, we perceive he has got 
there, and is aw arded by the judges 
the position of best beeve on the 
ground. 
He was not a heavy weight, 
only 1,855 pounds, although he had 
been growing m ore than two and a 
half years, to be exact 939 days. 
His suj>erior m erit consisted in the 
fact th a t during all th a t tim e he had 
averaged a daily increase in weight of 
nearly t wo pounds— 1.97. Ham Jones, 
a Hereford steer, exhibited by Fowler 
A Van H a tta , had gained 2.89 pounds 
a day, but he had liyed but 3*21 days. 
Gth ;r young anim als had averaged a 
daily gam of over two pounds, but 
no other one had sustained such a 
large average for so long a time. 
It 
has been established, by repeated ex­ 
perim ents, th a t beef cattle gain the 
tastest the first year, next the sec­ 
ond year, and so on, their daily gain 
declining with advancing years. 
This 
would seem to show the econom y of 
fattening cattle young, a t from one 
to two years of age. 


A n IntereatiiiK E xperim en t. 
Arlo Bates, in the Providence Jo u r­ 
nal, vouches for the following story, 
the sequel of which m ay appear tw en­ 
ty years hence: 
A w ealthy w estener/a m an who has 
been m arried a score of years, but 
who has no children, has recently 
sailed for Europe on a quest of which 
the result is likely to be curious if he 
carries o u t his plan. 
He wdshes to 
a d o p t tw o children, and for some rea­ 
son by no m eans evident has determ ­ 
ined to select them on the other side 
of the w ater.

He was also a big Wall 
street operaror, one of the biggest and 
m ost darm gof thosedays. The Keeps 
m ade their ten-strike when Mahlon 
Ogden, the then President of 
the 
N orthw estern, sold o u t his N orth­ 
western stock a t 25. The price looked 
so high to the man, who nod gotten 
the stock lor practically nothing th a t 
he could not resist the tem p tatio n to 
realize. 
It wen? into the strong box 
of the Keeps—Henry and A lbert—and 
never left it until the m oney had 
quadrupled. 
Keep became the head 
of the road which his brother had 
done so much to advance on a com ­ 
prom ise. 
The 
V anderbilts 
had 
bought into it until they had become 
the largest single holders. They did 
not like the m ethods of the W estern 
plungers, Keep, T racy, ana theothers, 
who had developed the 
p ro ja rty . 
They wanted a m an at the head who 
would n o t have quite the sam e old 
love for railroad fights and railroad 
extensions, and who would devote 
himself to m oney-m aking and divi­ 
dend-paying. 
Albert Keep was final­ 
ly taken as a com prom ise between 
the V anderbilts and the old-tim e in­ 
terests. 
The result has proved the 
V anderbilt sagacity.

The young girl is educated in a con 
vent and leads a secluded existence 
until she is launched in society, and 
then in the joyous life th a t bursts up­ 
on her she is alw ays surrounded by 
the sam e watchful care th a t guarded 
her childhood. 
Y’oung girls are not 
allowed to go into society w ithout 
being accom panied by their m others 
or some other m arried lady, as chap­ 
erone—one of the m any Creole custom s 
which has been generally adopted by 
the American residents of New Orleans. 
These young girls are often wonder­ 
fully beautiful. 
Good features, han d ­ 
some eyes and graceful figures combine 
to m ake them very a ttractiv e, their 
beauty being not infrequently O riental 
in type, though the vivacity ot their 
m anners m arks them as essentially 
French in character.

well posted as themselves in English 
literature, while possessing a much 
greater knowledge of the literature of 
other countries. 
But an accom plish­ 
m ent still m ore 
a ttra c tiv e to the 
im pecunious 
young 
m an 
seeking 
m atrim ony is the exquisite ta ste with 
which these m aidens fair will fashion 
their own gowns and bonnets when 
circum stances require them to m ake 
these things 
a t home. The Creole 
women have inherited the French taste 
in dress, and in a greater degree th an 
other Americans, they regard the fiat 
of P aris as the suprem e au th o rity in 
all m atters concerning the toilet. 
Al­ 
so, the Creole women of all ages and 
of all classes are devout. 
Neither 
social engagements, nor w eather, nor 
other obstacles are allowed 1o inter­ 
fere w ith the discharge of their relig­ 
ious duties. 
Are they not som ew hat 
superstitious? 
Some of them a little 
so, perhaps, in rem em brance of voo­ 
doo stories told them in their infancy 
by old 
negro nurses.—New Orleans 
L etter in O m aha Republican.

Barks­ 
dale hod hold of Grow, when Potter 
struck him a severe blow, supposing 
that he was hurting that gentler.' •”».

posing it was Elihu Washburn© who 
struck him, dropped Grow and struck 
out at the gentleman from Illinois.

Cooking lireiprs, 
Ego F ritters.—E ight eggs beaten 
light, I cup of milk, 8 tablespoonfuls 
of floor, mix all thoroughly, adding a 
little salt and cook in boiling fat like 
doughnuts. 
P uff P udding.—One quart of boil­ 
ing milk, 9 tablespoonfuls of flour; 
when cold add a little salt and 4 well- 
beaten eggs. Bake in a buttered dish, 
and serve with lemon juice thickened 
to a paste wfth brown sugar. 
Mrs. W eeks J umbles.—One cup of 
butter, 2 cups of sugar, 3 eggs, one 
teaspoonful of soda, 2 of best cream 
ol tartar, use half a cup of warm wa­ 
ter to dissolve the soda, flavor with va­ 
nilla or lemon, thicken with flour and 
roll out thin. 
Boiled Chicken*.—Select a plump, 
full-grown chicken; stuff it with bread­ 
crumbs seasoned with pepper,salt and 
thyme; add two ounces of butter and 
a dozen large oysters. Tie a buttered 
paper around it, and put in a kettle 
of warm water; cover closely. 
When 
the chicken is done, take it up, and 
make sauce with a teacup of the 
liquor, a pint of milk, an ounce of 
butter, a little flour, salt, pepper and 
five drops of extract of celery. 
For steamed Indian pudding use I 
I 2 cup sour milk, twoeggs (well beat­ 
en), one scant teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in a little warm water; stir 
in meal until the mixture is a little 
thicker than for griddle cakes; then 
add fruit of any kind desired, and 
steam (or boil) one hour. Use sweet­ 
ened cream for sauce.

The best blood purifier is good feed­ 
ing and clean, well-ventilated stables. , 
But occasionally, in spite of care, a 
horse may need a little laxative and 
alterative medicine or mild diuretic. 
Resin is always injurious, and saltpe­ 
tre should only be given understand­ 
ingly 
and 
never 
indiscriminately. 
Sweet spirits of nitre is the safest di­ 
uretic, and one or two ounces may be 
given daily for three days. A bran 
mash, with an ounce of hyposulphite 
of soda, is a safe alterative, and may 
be given daily a t this season for ten 
days or two weeks. 
The 
old 
saying, 
no grass, no 
cattle, no manure, no crops, is as 
true to d a y as when first spoken. 
Grass takes care of him who sows 
it. The 
nu* ad ow is 
the 
m aster 
mine of 
wealth. Strong 
meadows 
(ills big barns. F at pastures make 
fat pockets. Tile acre th a t will carry 
a steer carries wealth- Flush pas 
tules make fat stock. 
Heavy mead­ 
ows make happy farmers. 
Pp to my 
cars in soft glass laughs the fat ox. 
Sweet pastures make sound butter. 
soft bay makes strong wool. These 
are some of the maxims of the mead­ 
ow. The grass seed to sow depends 
upon the soil, and here every man 
must be his own judge. Not every 
farmer, however, knows the grass 
adapted to his soil. 
If he doe- and 
-eeds by the bushel, or other meas­ 
ures, he is apt to be misled. 
The whole secret of training a horse 
is to besure that he understands what 
it is you want him to do before chas­ 
tising him for not doing it; if you are 
convinced th at he knows, and yet 
will not do it, then he w ill remember 
it—and repeat at once the order, 
making tho horse comply with it be­ 
fore proceeding to anything else. 
If 
however, he is stubborn and become.* 
unruly, it is sometime- better to put 
bim to something different and take 
bis mind entirely off before trying him 
again, lest by too much punishment 
he become vicious. 
Asparagus, when once planted prop­ 
erly, will last alm ost forever. The 
principal condition for success with 
this plant is to give it plenty of room; 
a distanceof four feet each way isfound 
best for field culture. In the garden a 
single row is preferable, with plants 
two feet apart-, to planting in single 
beds. Rhubarb w ill also yield a crop 
I for many years, but in most cases it 
; is better to take up tile plants and 
make a new bed every six or eight 
years. To have large, crisp stalks, 
cover each clump with two or three 
forkfuls of stable manure after the 
ground freezes in the fall. Horserad­ 
ish in the family garden is generally 
left to take care of itself, but if lirst- 
class roots are desired, it should be 
treated like an annual and replanted 
every spring.

remarks upon overfeeding. 
Y’oung calves suffer most severely from 
this fault, which produces a diarrhoea 
and rapidly reduces them to the ex­ 
treme of wretchedness. Thousands of 
calves die of this mistake before they 
are three months old. A calf is a 
foolish creature; it will drink all the 
milk given to it, 
until completely 
gorged. This milk curdles in the stom ­ 
ach, so overburdened that it cannot 
act; this hard mass of curd gradually 
gets into the bowels, ferments, decom­ 
poses, 
and produces those spasms 
which cause the intense agony exhibit­ 
ed by the poor weak creature in its 
distressful groans and moans. The 
real foolishness is in the owner, whose 
idea of arithmetic is th at three quarts 
of milk is good for a calf, six quarts is 
twice as good; but this is by no means 
a safe conclusion in breeding animals 
of any kind. 


Fat Cattle Show*. 


Tlie American Rural Home. 
Agricultural fairs are not always 
very instructive to farmers, or, at 
least, are much less instructive than 
they might be made. Take the stock 
department and what do we learn? 
We see some animals th at show a 
great am ount of flesfi or fat upon 
their bones, and we exclaim; “W hat 
fat alm ain !” Are we taught by such 
an exhibit ion th at farmers should buy 
animals of such breeds, at whatever 
cost, for fattening? By no means. 
Those animals which make such a 
fine show’, may have tost their own­ 
ers much more than they would sell 
for, as beef. By 
attending 
fairs, 
year 
after 
year, 
aud 
always 
seeing animals of a certain breed more 
fleshy than those of other breeds, we 
might feel warranted in concluding 
th a t animals ol that breed have a 
tendency to lay on fat, and th at it is 
the breed to choose for making bee?. 
Within a few years, shows of a dif­ 
ferent 
character, which afford 
us 
greater information, have been insti­ 
tuted in Chicago and some other cat­ 
tle centers of the West. These are, 
“F at cattle shows.” 
One was held 
tfie last week in October, in Kansas 
City, and another is being held, in Chi­ 
cago. 
These shows do something 
more than merely show the stock. 
The premium cattle are butchered and 
cut up, and the relative proportions 
of the best cuts are given. Then we 
have a history of the fattening of the 
different animals, and are informed 
at 
what 
cost 
per 
pound 
the 
beef 
was 
made, 
and 
by 
repetitions of these shows and slaugh­ 
terings and feedings for several suc­ 
cessive years, we come to learn, ofter 
a while, what breeds will make the 
cheajrest beef; and this is what every 
beef maker wants to know. 
ll may 
be a gratification of one’s pride to 
show an enormous beef, but if every 
pound cost more than it will sell for 
in market, the gratification may be 
altogether too costly. 
At the Kan ©as City show, we learn 
th at 
the 
Aberdeen-Aligns 
steer, 
“Handy,” owned 
by Gudgell 
and 
Simpson, took the first premium on 
the grand sweepstakes. We have not 
seen an account of Bandy’s feeding 
yet, but presume it will be given to 
the public in due time. The fact th at 
he was awarded the first premium, 
as 
the best animal in tue show, 
shows 
the 
change 
th at 
has 
been gradually going on during the 
last few years. But a short time ago, 
the meaty short horn 
was almost 
w ithout a rival among candidates for 
the shambles. It easily carried off all 
the premiums. 
A few years since we 
w* re all astonished to hear th at a 
Hereford had carried off the first pre­ 
mium. 
But the general conclusion 
was that the short-horn had been 
caught napping and that, probably, 
the Hereford would never be able to 
repeat the trick. He did, however, 
and has done so more than once, un­ 
til prestige, enjoyed for many years, 
by the short-horn, Is gone. 
But the Hereford is not left to enjoy, 
alone,his position of rival of the short­ 
horn. For two or three years the 
small, compact, glossy-black haired 
native of the north, 
the hornless 
Aberdeen-Angus, 
has 
been coming 
to the front, and by the reports of the 
last exhibition, we perceive he has got 
there, and is awarded by the judges 
the position of best beeve on the 
ground. He was not a heavy weight, 
only 1,855 pounds, although he had 
been growing more than two and a 
half years, to be exact 939 days. 
Hie superior merit consisted in the 
fact th at during all th at time he had 
averaged a daily increase in weight of 
nearly t wo pound*— 1.97. Ham Jones, 
a Hereford steer, exhibited by Fowler 
A Yan H attn, had gained 2.89 pounds 
a day, but he had lived but 321 days. 
Other young animals had averaged a 
daily gam of over two pounds, but 
no other one had sustained such a 
large average for so long a time. 
It 
has been established, by repeated ex­ 
periments, th at beef cattle gain the 
fastest the first year, next the sec­ 
ond year, and so on, their daily gain 
declining with advancing years. This 
would seem to show the economy of 
fattening cattle young, at from one 
to two years of age. 


An Iiitcrv stin jf E x p e rim e n t. 
Arlo Bates, in tho Providence Jour­ 
nal, vouches for the following story, 
the sequel of which may appear twen­ 
ty years hence: 
A wealthy westener,*a man who has 
been married a score of years, but 
who has no children, has recently 
sailed for Europe on a quest of which 
the result is likely to be curious if he 
carries out his plan.

It is not uncommon, however, tor 
clearness of comprehension to persist 
to the last, and perhaps it is still 
more common for some of the social 
Bonces to preserve their activity. We 
think it was Ernst Wagner who, In 
his “General Pathology,” dwelt par­ 
ticularly on the preservation of the 
sense of hearing in many cases long 
atter the apparent occurence of un- 
conciousness, and who tenderly cau­ 
tioned his readers th a t this possibili­ 
ty should be borne in mind.

Dr. Wilson Fox’s last moments, when 
his friend. Dr- J. Russell Reynolds was 
a t his bedside, is given in Lancet’s 
obituary: “On the next morning, 
when obviously and consciously dying, 
and after his eyes had been fixed for a 
few minutes on the angles of the room, 
and as some gray streaks of dawn 
were entering it, he said suddenly: 
“There’s a great light, a great glare of 
light. I feel so^strange—a glare of 
light.

M oney for P olitical Purposes. 
In a group at the New Y'ork club the 
Other night ex-Senator S. W. Dorsey 
declared th at three-fourths of the 
money contributed for political pur­ 
poses during campaign excitement is 
stolen by the n^pn in whose hands it 
is placed for various purposes. “It 
is a mistaken idea,” he said, “th at 
you can take a man to one side and 
give fiiin money to be used illegiti­ 
mately’ and expect any results from it, 
scarcely one man in a thousand is 
proof against the tem ptation of put­ 
ting the money in his pocket. The 
only way in which money can be made 
effective in campaigns is by the town­ 
ship canvass, in which several men 
are interested, each one being given a 
portion of the township, for which he 
is made responsible, and the money 
for his work placed in his hands in the 
presence of all the others. In such 
cases each man becomes a check upon 
the other. 
Each man knows what the 
other is expected to do, and the work 
is pretty sure to be done.” 


The Minnesota railroad commission­ 
ers have received a letter from Gener­ 
al Manager Oakes of the Northern, 
Pacific railroad, which touches upon 
a matter of interest as to the jurisdic­ 
tion of the board.

A mixed crowd of old and young, male 
and female, officer and civilian, were 
crowded in Marshal Campbell’s office in 
the custom house yesterday afternoon, 
gazing with silent awe on the much- 
bedecked person of one of the hest known 
aud most desperate braves of the Chip­ 
pewa nation. 
He was brought down 
from Cass county—where he has been in 
hiding from the government officers for 
the past six months—by Marshal Camp-' 
bell himself, and the arrest was made on 
a charge of conveying and disbursing 
twenty gallons of whiskey among the 
Indians in the Leech Lane region. 
Ke- 
wab-e-bin-ace — for that is his name, is a 
great man among his own people. In 
the days gone by. before his sixty and 
seven years had put a silver gleam in the 
shadow of his raven hair, he wandered as 
far west as the Rockies, where he killed 
the grizzlies that surrendered to him the 
seventy-eight claws that he wears in a 
necklace. 
He also fought the Bioux 
braves and scalped eleven white men be­ 
fore he settled down on Hie land that 
Coda Sam assigned him. 
The old fel­ 
low doesn’t speak a word of English, 
and he gazed about him with that stolid 
indifference that Is the characteristic of 
his race. 
When spoken to he delivered 
himself of what he called a smile, and in 
a few gutturals explained 
as best he 
could that lie did not understand his 
interlocutors. 
On his head be wore a 
bat decorated with the w ingofa phea­ 
sant and tail feathers of an eagle, all 
dyed blood red. 
Eleven black feathers, 
with tips slightly colored, betoken the 
scalps taken by this great chief. 
About 
bis neck was the bear-claw necklace, 
and he carried a tobacco bag made of 
buckskin, exquisitely embroidered and 
beaded. The long, Ihick-stcmmcd pipe 
formed a part of the outfit. 
A woman’s 
shawl, a pair of cheap pantaloons and 
embroidered moccasins completed the 
obi man’s outfit. 
His checks and eye­ 
lids were dyed a deep Vermillion, and the 
long, bony fingers were decorated with 
brass rings. 
Ke-wab-e-bin-ace is w hat 13'popularlr 
known as a “ hard citizen.” 
Not a 
generation since he was a mighty chief 
of a mighty nation, and had reveled in 
the blood and heat of savage warfare for 
forty years before the government laid a 
restraining band upon him. 
Confined 
on the reservation, the ill tempor of tho 
old savage has time and again found 
vent In adults upon his own people, and 
a murder or two and innumberable as­ 
saults have been traced to the old man. 
Agent Sheehan—for whom the old man 
has a desperate h a tre d -has been search­ 
ing for him for at least six months. 
But 
Ke-wab-e-bin- acc has a wholesome res­ 
pect for Marshal Campbell, and before 
he was arrested he told Gus Beaulien—a 
United .States officer, and better known 
aud more feared by the Indians than any 
other man in the state—that he would 
not seek to injure any government officer 
that arrested him, but that he w*ould kill 
Sheenan or any of his men on sight. The 
old man bears innumerable scars of con­ 
flict with savage man and beast, but 
proudly wears his scalp lock. 
His scalp­ 
ing knife, taken from him, is a piece of 
ground sjeel, with 
two lough bits of 
wood bound about with copper wire for 
a handle. He has been lodged in jail to 
await trial next September.—Pioneer 
Pres*.
